The ceremony of closing the Great C'cn- 


tcimi.il Exhibition at Philadelphia was be- 
gun Fiiday morning, Nov. 10. with a Xa- 
tional salute of thirteen guns, ilrcil from

ed Slates steamer in tbe harbor. Thellrst
